NOT AN ARGUMENT. 


It is noteworthy that the most con- 


spicious failures of the government 
are those in the departments which 
undertake to carry on processes 
of 


business. 
For instance, 
the most 


flagrant scandal which has developed 
in the federal government in the past 
few years has- been inJJ'.e 
adminis- 


tration of the posi-oflTce department. 
This is a department which carries 
on an operation 
of business. 
It 


transports letters and. packages, .as 
well as money. 
It does the busines 


that a private individual or corpora- 
tion might do if the government did 
not itself monopolize it. 


Another scandal which promises to 


be equally grave is developing in the 
priming office at'Washington. 
This 


is an office 'wtiich prints alt public 
documents. 
This- work 
might be 


done for the government by private 
individuals and corporations, but the 
government has for years 
adopted 


the policy of doing this work itself. 
And yet recent disclosures show that 
there has been gross, mismanagement 
of the business and that the cost of 
public printing is so far in excess;of 
the cost of commchcial printing as to 
constitute most flagrant maladminis- 
tration.

my ship 1 Cool just as confident and 
safe vas when I am walking ou the 
earth," said A. lioy Kuabenshuo, the 
young Toledo aeronaut, the other morn- 
ing as lie carefully threaded his lingers 
around tho huge silk bag that had 
safoly carried him arotmd New York 
city in a ilight ou the previous after- 
noon. "My ship can go into the air In 
any direction unless there is a gale 
blowing." 


That statement was proved when tho 


daring young aeronaut scut his airship 
from the vacant lot at Sixty-second 
street and Central Turk West to the 
FliUiron building and back, to tte great 
nstoulshnieut of thousands of persons 
who lined thu-streets and gazed into 
the air i'or more thun an hour, says tho 
New York Globe. Scores of persons 
bad heard that tho ship was to appeal- 
shortly after •!.' o'clock, and they ob- 
tained positions from which to watch 
the (light to advantage. 


Knabcnsluie's car is so light and 


• flimsy of constriction that tho

idea Is that it could not sustain a man's 
weight. It does not weigh more than 
fifty pounds, exclusive of the eugiue. 


A structure made of tho thinnest of 


wood is suspended from tho gas bag, 
and upon this the young inventor trusts 
his life. The skeleton Is made of spruce 
scantlings, held together by little bolts, 


, none of which Is more than an eighth 


of an inch thick-. 


The frame is fashioned after tho 


shape of a triangle, the extreme length 
of it being an ellipse, sharply pointed 
nt the ends. Criss crossed from the 
scantlings at equal distances of about 
a foot are thin steel M'iros that hofd 
the frame scantlings in shape and sup- 
port tho engine" and the man who oper- 
ates tho machine.

TEM A FINE ONE. 


Effort to Instill Practical Knowledge 


Is the Keynote—Special Courses the 
Rule for All Children Above the 
Age of 14. 


Doubtless most Americans who" read 


this letter will be as much astonished 
as I was to learn how general, how 
complete and how practical is the sys- 
tem of public instruction in Belgium. 
The first fact in this conuectioivwhich 
thoroughly arrested ray. attention was 
that SO per cent of the population 
aged above S years can read and 
•write. My mind thus aroused, I pro- 
cteded to study the details of the 
fch'ool system'. 
As 
I - proceeded 
I 


found- other facts which most deeply 
impressed me. 


There are in the kingdom fifty-four 


'•normal schools for the preparation of 
teachers and in these last year were 
4,713 
pupils. The graduates fire about 


'£50 a year. 


The cos: of tlie primary schools is 


over ?SOO,000 a year. 
The teachers 


number 
17,500. 
In 
the 
common 


schools, properly so called, there are 
few teachers who belong' to 'the re- 
ligious orders. 
In the "allied" pub- 


lic schools the members of the re- 
ligious 
orders 
exceed 
the 
other 


teachers ,morc than two tp one. The 
.number of pupils in 1S02 in the com- 
mon schools, properly so called, was 
806,174 boys, 1S:!,5SO girls. In the "al- 
lied" 
schools, religious 
institutions 


•rnulor the supervision 
of 
the state 


were C2.S71 boys and 127,000 girls. Pri- 
vate schools under state supervision 
tad 53.3SS boys and 94.116 girls. 


Nowhere is the segregation of the 


'"classes" from the "masses" more 
cistinct than in the schools. Only the 
poor, as n. rule, attend the common 
schools. 
It is considered utterly be- 


neath the dignity of the higher classes 
generally, even in the most straitened 
circumstances, to send their children 
to the public schools. There is be- 
ginning to be considerable change in 
this respect. 


Some of the pupils in the private 


•st-hools and nearly all in the religious 
schools are instructed more or less 
free of expense. Of the total attend- 
ance in the primary schools of all 
kinds. S27.163, only 52.7G7 pay any- 
thing for their schooling. It appears 
that the number of primary schools 
in the kingdom is close to 7,000 ami 
a great increase is noted year by year. 
The sexes are pretty generally seper- 
ated in all the public schools after 
they reach the age of about S years. 


There are in the kingdom about 15U 


schools of medium grade, where about 
7.000 pupils attend. These are of the 
grade of high schools, academies and 
colleges with us. 
The state pays 


about S120.000 toward the support of 
these higher schools. 


Has Four Universities, 


There are four universities -in Bel- 


pium. one at Ghent, one at Liege, one 
a: Brussels and. one at Louvain. The 
total number -of pupils in these is 5.- 
CS5, Natural sciences claim 1.190 of 
these, medicine 1.02S" and law 326. 
There are only 125 studying theology 
i:i these general colleges. 
For the 


instruction of the adults, whose educa- 
tion was deficient in earlier years-, Bel- 
gium maintains 3,3-15 schools and 162,- 
2C1 pupils attend these. 


The instruction given in all the 


schools thus far mentioned is of a gen- 
eral .nature. 
The age for primary 


Fchool instruction is up to 14 years. 
The medium schopls fit pupils for the 
universities. 


. 
At 14 years of age. the course of 


instruction for the average boy or 
pirl differentiates in a mar.ner un- 
known to us in America. At that age 
the general education is supposed to 
cease for most pupils and special 
courses begin. In the country schools 
lor those above 14 the studies are ag- 
ricultural or horticultural. There are 
ten such schools in the kingdom, of

Education Is Practical. 


In all Belgian schools the practi- 


cal nature of the instruction is 'very 
commendable., Object-lessor, teaching 
is in common use. 
It is urged Hint 


the boys be taught in the school 
rooms how to measure a pJeco of land 
of. given size and shape. It is suggest- 
ed to the teacher that he should select 
a piece of land- near the school for ar. 
example, and. when the problem, has 
been worked out in school, he is urged 
tc take his classes out in the fields for 
practical observation and study. -Here 
they are to make actual measure- 
ments, go over the figuring again, and 
compare the re-suits with those obtain- 
ed in school. Who will bring forward 
a better suggestion than this in the 
l:no of practical education? 


There are in the kingdom thirty 


schools where the art of weaving is 
taught, the schools being subsidized 
by the state. The number ot appren- 
tices who attend those scliools aver- 
ages about 900. Out of those last year 
only sixty-two were unable to read. 
They earn an average wage 'of nearly | 
$4 a month. 
Since their foundation • 


about twenty years ago (hcse schools 
have educated nearly 30.000 persons in 
their trades. The state, the provinces 
and the communes pay about ?12,000 
for the maintenance of these schools. 


The number of schools, where pro- 


fessional and commercial studies are 
taught comes to about 150 and ind-us- 
trial studies about seventy-five. There 
are some 30,000 students in those alto- 
gether. The state, provinces and com- 
Riiuies' pay over $000,000 a year to aid 
these. 
The subjects taught in these 


are commerce on a large scale, the 
consular service, brewing, mining in 
its various subdivision, glassmaklng,
